Latest from England. 


By the arrival at New-York, of the Martha, 
Captain Sketchley, in 39 days from Liverpool. 
London papers to the evening of the 9th October, 
and Liverpool papers to the 11th of October, have 
been received, containing voluminous details of 
the trial of the Queen. Mr. Williams’ speech in 
favor of the Queen, previous to examining her 
witnesses, occupies several columns. ‘The trial 
had advanced to the 27th day, and sixteen wit- 
nesses, had been examined on the part of her ma- 
jesty. Among these were Col. St. Leger, the 
Karl of Guilford) Lord Glenbervie, Lady Char- 
lotte Lindsay, Lord Llandaff, the Hon. Keppel 
Craven, Sir William Gell, valet to Sir Willia:n 
Gell, valet to Mr. Craven, Dr. Henry Holland, 
Charles Mills, Esq. and Lieut. Joon Flynn, an of- 
ficer in the British navy, and the real commander 
of the Polacca, in which her Majesty made her 
Jriental voyages ‘These persons had all been in 
official situations about her Majesty, or had been 
inmates ofher house. Their testimony exculpates 
ihe Queen, proves the affability of her manners to 
her domestics generally, the innocence of her con 
duct, the respectful behaviour of Bergaini on all 
‘ccasions, and his being a gentleman. Bergami 
ws engaged for the Queen’s service, by the Hon. 
Keppel Craven, on the strong reccommendation 
ff the Marquis Gizelieghri, who expressed him- 
self to be much interested for the welfare of Ber- 
yaini and his family. Another witness, John Ja- 
cob Sicard, who had been 21 years in the service 
of the Queen, deposed, that it was himself who 
had arranged the bedchamber of Bergaan to be 
near that of the Queen, without consulting her, 
ior protection ; and the Hon. Keppel Craven de- 
posed, that he had warned the Queen at Naples, 
of spies being about her in that city. Altogether, 
the testimony of these witnesses completely ex- 
culpate tue Queen, and falsily the testimony of 
the wituesses agaist her. Our limits will not 
permit further notice.

Revolution in Hayti. 

Captain Poustand, of tie Favorite at Salem, (9 
days from Cape Henry, Hayti, confirms the ac. 
count of the death of Christophe, and the revo. 
lution in the island which he governed. He states 
that 3000 troups under the command of the Goy. 
ernor, Duke de Marmalade, at the Cape, revolted 
on the evening of the 6th Oct. and marched to 
Autacap. 7 miles distant ; that Curistophe, who 
had been some time sick, from a paralytic shock, 
was at the palace at Sans Souci ; that he ordered 
his guards to be ass-mbled in front of the palace, 
(to the number of 1300) and he was carried out to 
them. where he addrvssed then, and offered mo. 
ney——first about a do!lar and a quarter a piece,-- 
his did not satisfy them. He then offered $4— 
then 12, when they appeared satisfied ; and he 
thought he could depend upon their fidelity. — 
The troops then marched under Prince Joachim, 
to the bridge where the revolted troops were, on 





the other side. ‘he commander of the revolted Tr 
troops (Ducde Marmatade,) hailed © vive lali- . 
hertie”—Prince Joachim hailed * vive le roi,” and L 
ordered his guards to fire on the rebels—they re- v 


fused—he then ordered them again and again, to ' 
fire—hut they still refused, and showed a dispasi- 
tion to join the rebels. He then turned his horse 
and fled as fast as possible, to inform Chris- 
tophe. Then the guards joined the other troops 
amidst cries of ** vive la liberte !” * vive la repub- 
lique !” “vive la constitution !” and received 
the bounty of $12 a piece. 

As soon as the Prince arrived at Sans Souci, 
and informed Christophe of the revolt of the 
guards, his cause was lost, and he immediately 
shot himself in the palace, with a pair of pistols. 
Christophe was not even allowed the rites of 
of sepulture—his body was left in the road for 
some days, and was then carried to the edge of a 
wood, where it remained, partly naked. 

After these transactions, eight of Christophe’s 
principal officers, among whom was the Prince 
Royal, Prince Joachim, and Baron Batti, were kil- 
led by the revolutionists. 

Boyer’s proclamation states, that his orders to 
prevent any bloodshed arrived one day too late 
to save the lives of these officers. 

Boyer was proclaimed President of Hayti, at 
Cape Henry, Oct. 22: and on the 26th, 20.000 
troops, headed by Boyer, marched into the city 
now called Cape Haytie, and the constitu‘ion of 
the Republic was proclaimed, officers appointed, 
&c. All the orders of the nobility were of course 
abolished. Great rejuicings took place in conse- 
quence of the revolution. Ihe Cape was illumi- 
nated, &c. 

Business was generally suspended at the Cape ; 
and in embargo laid on the vessels from the com- 
mencement of the revolution to within a few days 
of the sailing of Capt. Pousland. Great fears 
were entertained, that Buyer’s troops, when they 
arrived, would plunder the city—but every 
thing was conducted in the most perfect order.— 
Private and pubiic property was respected, and 
the city was perfectly tranquil. The new gov- a 
erument was very popular. The former <iover- ,
